The crucial appointment in the 
new cabinet seemed to be that of 
Chamoun, leader of the National 
Liberal party, whose militiamen 
have been active in the fighting on 
the side of the Phalangists, 

Heavy fighting still raged through 
much of Beirut yesterday and 
‘bomb explosions rocked the capital. Halim 

Beirut radio said that all roads 
im the Capital and its environs 
were danger and warned 
citizens to Pia tes them. 
radio quoted its Srcepaiant ἐς in 
Beirut as saying that a “brutal ex- 
change” of fre swept the city, add- 
ing that the whole city had become 
a battlefield. 

The fighting between right-wing 
parties, mostly Christian Maronites 
and leftist factions, mostly Moslems 
supporting the PLO yesterday 
brought the total official casualty 
toll in the past seven to over 
120 dead and some 450 wounded. 
These figures raised the count of 
victims of the latest two-month-long 
on-and.off clashes to some 600 
Killed and over 1,500 tnojured. 

The casualties have already sur- 
passed that of the 1958 civil war. 

Indicating that fighting was 
escalating, Belrut radio said that 
clashes fol- 
lowed a “tough night” during which 
the Lebanese capital was torn by 


a widespread exchange of machine- 
gun and mortar fire. 

AN of Beirut remained closed 
down yesterday as the population, 
spent most of their time in base- 
ments. The streets were deserted 
except for bands of armed men.

Sharp exchange 
between Soviet,

MOSCOW (UPI). — A group af vi- 
siting U.S. Senators ed 
sharp words with their Soviet hosts 

yesterday about the issues of de- 
tente end Jewish emigration. 

Several of the 16 Senatora re- 
marked after the eight-hour session 
with Soviet legislators that they 
were surprised at the “hardline” 
stand adopted by the Soviets dur- 
ing the first day of talks. 

The Senators said most of the 
meeting was devoted to 2 discussion 
of Soviet-American trade and the 
collepse of the 1972 agreement to 
increase trade between the two coun- 
tries. The Soviets were sharp in 
their criticism of the Congressmen 
for adopting the Jackson amendment 
demanding eased emigration restric- 
tions as the price for American 
trade benefits. 

‘The Senators responded by blam- 
ing the Soviets for the collapse of 
the trade bill by not implementing 
tts terms as previously agreed by

Labous"s hawks, around the core 
of ex-Rafi stalwarts, are maintaining 
an adamant position in favour of 
rejecting the Egyptian terms, despite 
the pressure and velled threats that 
have been applied by the U.S. 

The oppoaition Likud is united in 
its opposition to any further uni- 
lateral concessions. Likud leaders 
Menahem Begin and Elimelech Ri- 
malt met with Premier Rabin yes- 
terday for the second time in 24 
hours for a thorough review of the 
situation. Rabin also briefed the 
Knesset Foreign Affaira and Defence 
Committee. 

Today the Premier will hold a 

closed-door meeting with the entire 
Labour Knesset faction to brief them 
on all the facts of the negotiation. 
The meeting was arranged by fac- 
tion leaders yesterday foll vi- 
gorous complaints by a group of 17 
Mis, most of them doves, that de- 
cisions were being taken without 
adequate consultation within the 
Party.

NEW YORK SENATOR James Buckley meeting 
yesterday with the crew of a self-propelled gun dur- 
ing his tour of the Golan and the Lebanese border.

Cairo won’t say what 
it offers for pullback, 
but will be ‘flexible’ 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Government 
officials claimed yesterday that 
while Egypt still demands total Is- 
rael withdrawal from the Gidi and 
Mitla passes, it is prepared to be 
flexible in what it would give in re- 
turn for such a withdrawal, 

In exchanges between Egypt and 
Israel through the U.S. the Egyp- 
tian Government has not yet spelled 
out what it would give in return for 
a further Israel withdrawal, officials 
here said. But they said they re- 
mained moderately optimistic that 
a new troop disengagement agree- 
ment could be reached, despite the 
wide differences in Egypt's and Is- 
rael’s public positions. 

Israel Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres was quoted in an Israel news- 
paper interview on Sunday as saying 
Israel must not withdraw completely 
from the Passes without an Egyp- 
tian undertaking to depart from 
the state of war, Egyptian officials 
sqid yesterday that this a to 
be a renewed demand to end the 
state of belligency with IJsreel — 
which Egypt says it cannot do ex- 
cept as part of an overall Middle 
East peace settlement. 

Optimism in Cairo that an interim 

agreement is possible seemed to be 
based on reports from Washington 
and Jerusalem that the U.S. was 
putting heavy pressure on Israel to 
accept President Sadat's demends 
for a complete pullback from the 
Passes. 
The Egyptian Government is main- 
taining a low profile in the present 
stage of diplomatic manoeuvres, 
prefering to await the outcome of 
the U.S. reassessment of its Middie 
East policy and contacts between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

Sadat, on an extended working 
holiday at his summer home over- 
looking the Mediterranean at Alex- 
andria, has made no statements to 
the Egyptian people since he re- 
turned a month ago from his sum- 
mit talks with President Ford in

The Assis Company will reduce 
prices on all its products begin- 
ning next week, duc to the new 
practice of importing sugar in- 
dependently. The announcement 
eame at a press conference in 
Tel Aviv yesterday by the firm's 
managers, Daniel Bejarano and 
David Herzano. 

The reductions will follow price 
decreases of 10 to 15 per cent 
which go into effect today on 
hundreds’ of products, from food 
to furniture. ‘These discounts 
were Initiated by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, 
which will publish detailed lists 
of products and prices within 
the coming days. Not all pro- 
ducers of any particular item 
are participating in the reduction 
campaign. 

Reductions of 10 per cent on 
Assis products will be effective 
in Shekem stores during July, 
and at retailers’ during August.

British αὶ 
falls to 


record low 


LONDON (UPI). — Britain's ailing 
pound plummeted to its lowest va- 
lue in history yesterday in a selling 
wave sparked by surging inflation 
and no sign of immediate govern- 
Ment action to halt it. 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
pledged “courage and determination” 
to deal with the crisis. But he said, 
“There will be no panic solutions.” 


‘Wilson was speaking at 2 royal 


agricultural show near Warwick. 

“We reject the advice of those 
who want to see us thrashing about 
wildly, searching for some melodra- 
matic solution which would make 
good headlines but would not work,” 
Wilson said. 

The closing dollar rate was 
$2.1945, and at one stage the pound 
was down to $2.1740, worse even 
than a much quoted gloomy predic- 
tion of a Swiss banker which has- 
tened last week's slide. 

Overall, sterling’s depreciation 
against other leading currencies 
compared with averzge levels was 
28.9 per cent, 1.3 per cent down on 
Friday's record low. 

The collapse of the pound hit the 
stock market too. Stock prices tum- 
bled throughout the day. 

Inflation in Britain now is surging 
ahead at nearly twice the rate in 
other major western industrial coun- 
tries. Prices now are more than 25 
per cent higher than a year ago and 
‘wages more than 30 per cent. 

The Wilson government was un- 
der mounting pressure to act — and 
act quickly — to halt inflation and 
the slide of the pound. 

But Wilson’s speech indicated the 
will not act quickly, although he 
has promised to present an anti-in- 
flation package to Parliament be- 
fore it starts its summer recess on 
August 1. 


Tight security

KUALA LUMPUR. (Reuter). — Po-

TThe large scale stationing of

Ask a sabra what a loksh is, and 
he will tell you, ‘It’s that voucher’ 
you get with your pay cheque." What 
a pity! Little does he know of the 
romance of the true lokshen—that 
elongated, legendary delicacy which 
has floated through history on a 
water bed of succulent chicken soup. 

But fear no more. Last month, just 
as the Yiddish language took another 
step towards the grave, the glory of 
the true lokshen came to life again. 
The site of the renaissance was 
Yokne’am, the tiny town nestled 
between the ridge of Mount Carmel 
and the Hills of Menashe. 

There, on a 24-dunam plot leased 
from the State Lands Administra- 
tion, the veteran Osem Food In- 
dustries has opened {ts spanking new 
pasta plant. The IL20m. venture took 
36 months to complete, with the Yom 
Kippur War upsetting schedules 
somewhat. But now the fully 
automated machines, guided- by 
computerized servo-mechanisms, 
are purring softly as they turn out 
thougands of kilometres of spaghettt, 
macaroni and noodles a day. And 
while these machines purr, other 
machines are noisily stamping out 
tons of “shortcut” pasta items — 
shells, bowties, coils, curls, links, 
umbrellas, butterflies and spirals. 

Established in 1947 through 
amalgamation of three tiny noodle 
bakeries, Osem expanded rapidly, 
rather like a batch of macaroni in a 
pottul of boiling water. It wasn’t long 
“before it commanded 95 per cent of 
the local pasta market. A product 


development division was set up in| 


1958, and Ose soon diversified into 
-the uon-pasta field — dehydrated 
soups, hydrolized vegetable 
proteins, sauces, puddings, jellies, 
cookies, crackers and ready-to-eat 
snacks. ᾿ 
Today, Osem's order sheet lists 
more than 600 different products and 
package sizes. Annual sales this 
year will probably reach 1L.130m., of 
which eight per cent will be exports. 
Approximately 1,000 workers are 
_ employed at Osem's five factories; 
besides the new Yokne'am plart, 
there are two in Buei Brak, one in 
Tel Aviv and another in Holon. 

It takes only 15 minutes to cook 
spaghetti or macaroni. But the en- 
tire manufacturing process is 
somewhat longer and goes 
something like this:

send out their requests — also by 
computer — for more flour to he fed 
into their hoppers. There are two 
such “lines,” which are really com- 
binations of hoppers, blenders, 
moisturizers, extruders, humidifiers 
and drying tunnels. 

’ Unlike pastry, pasta is not baked. 
This is no simple job, for the drying 
must be carried out through varying 
stages of moisture and dryness. It 
takes 22 hours for 4 blob of dough to 
be transformed into @ stick of 
spaghetti! The starches are gluteniz- 
ed and the dough is pasteurized as 
the mixture makes its way slowly 
through three tiers of drying tunnels, 
each with its own combination of 
moisture, heat and air pressure. 

“There is a science to pasta 
making," said Dan Propper, Osem's 
young operations manager. "We 
employ a chemistry professor and 10 
chemica} engineers on our staff. Our 
latest innovation is our line of 
“Super’’ pasta, which contains a. 
vegetable-based emulsifier. This. 
emulsifier virtually takes the risk 
out of pasta cooking. Even if over- 
cooked, the pasta retains its stabili- 
ty, and can also be kept in the 
refrigerator longer after being 
cooked.” Bee ronan 

According to Mr. Propper, a dish 
of spaghetti with meat or meat sauce 
contains fewer calories than a dish of 
rice or potatoes with meat or meat 
sauce. Besides," he adds, " 
offers certain nutritional advan- 
tages, such as greater protein 
value." ‘

When asked, he admits to being 
proud of his achievements, but 
preferg to speak of the grave 
problems Israel's industry must 
now face, and the way it is treated 
by the authorities. He is bitter 
about it — not for personal 
reasons, but as a spokesman of an 
active and promising section of in- 


Industry, he says, gets plenty of 
praise, but when it comes down to 
brass tacks, too little is done to 
give it the preferential status it 
now deserves. There was a time 
when the nation’s prime priority 
was farming, because the land 
had to be settled. Now everything 
must be done to advance industry, 
because only industry can help us 
to expand exports, and thus im- 
prove our trade balance. But in- 
dustry will never make the re- 
quired headway unless our 
economic policies are subor- 
dinated to this dominant objec- 
tive. To this end, industry must be 
assured of adequate earnings, in- 
deed of better οἱ 
sectors. Secondly, care must be 
taken to see that it operates in 
suitable conditions, to avail itself 
of efficient services. However, in 
both respects the present situation 
is discouraging. 

Not all of our factories are first 
rate, Mr. Shamir admits, but 
quite a number of plants compare 
well with those in Europe and 
even in the U.S. as regards 
productivity on the factory floor. 
However, they are facing an up- 
hill struggle against ad- 
ministrative red tape and the inef- 
ficiencies of transport, and 
municipal, financial and trade un- 
ion structure. Low work morale 
and featherbedding in the public 
sector, Mr. Shamir feels, also 
affect industrial enterprises. 
Unless radical steps are taken to 
improve the situation, the best ef-. 
forts at raising manufacturing ef- 
ficiency must fail. .

Neither has proper attention 
been paid to the adequacy of 
profits earned by export in- 
dustries.

amounting to another 19 per cent. 
For a locally owned company 
these loans may be long-term 
assets, although with a very low 
yield. But for a foreign investor — 
like Vishay — they are just 
another kind of tax. As a result 
taxation of an approved enter- 
prise in Israel is now higher than 
in the U.S. (where the rate is 48 
per cent). The tax reform intends 
to phase out altogether the tax ad- 
vantages of approved enterprises 
and of industrial companies. The 
effects of such a policy on in- 
dustrial investments, on exports, 
and on foreign investmenta, must 
be detrimental, in particular if 
one keeps in mind that the Israel 
pound’s rate of exchange is rapid- 
ly dropping, and that for a foreign: 
investor every devaluation means 
a capital loss. 

The authorities should be 
aware, Mr. Shamir points out, 
that the best intentioned investors 
are businessmen — and act accor- 
dingly. If profits earned in Israel 
are taxed at a higher rate than in 
the U.S., Vishay, for example, will 
minimize its local profit margin 
and shift its profits abroad; it will 
charge its American parent com- 
pany — which handles its sales in: 
the U.S. — only for its production 
costs, as a result of which its value
